REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Newfields: 

I herewith submit my annual report as Superinten- 
dent of the Newfields schools, the ninth in the series of 
such reports. 

The year which closed in June, 1927, was, as Table I 
will tell you, the best year which Newfields schools have 
had in the last eight years in the matter of attendance, the 
per cent of attendance being more than 95. This figure 
is considerably above the average for the state in similar 
schools and is a matter for congratulation, because school 
attendance reaches this point only when pupils, parents 
and teachers are all interested in school and striving to 
get the most out of school. During the year which 
closed in June 1927 the Newfields schools were in session 
179 days which, lacking one day, is thirty-six full weeks 
of school. To attain a percentage of attendance as high 
as 95 and have only 91 tardinesses during thirty-seven 
weeks of school is a fine achievement. Credit belongs to 
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the teachers of last year for their faithful work, to par- 
ents of pupils who see to it that their children stay well 
and are kept in school and to the pupils themselves for 
whom school is the regular business. The total number 
of pupils increased by ten last year but still is consider- 
ably under other years during the last eight and out of 
the total of forty-five pupils recorded it will be noted in 
Table III that eighteen had a perfect record of attendance 
during one or more terms. 


That the cost of schools in Newfields as well as other 
districts has increased during the ten years just past, 
there can be no question but Table I seems to indicate that 
the money has been spent by you in an efficient way, that 
is, in maintaining a comfortable school home for the pu- 
pils and in providing what is still more important and 
probably the most important item, efficient teachers who 
keep good schools. On account of increased valuation 
last year the cost of the Newfields schools was not equal 
to a five dollar tax on the equalized valuation and for that 
reason the district could not qualify for state aid from the 
equalization fund. It may be that the present year will 
make it possible to qualify for this aid. 


The school-house is in the main in good repair. The 
steps should receive some attention during the coming 
summer. Sun is lacking on that side of the building 
where the steps are located; moisture remains in and un- 
der the steps and causes a good deal of decay. It will 
be well if all the desk tops could be refinished during the 
coming summer for, while they are not in bad condition, 
they are sufficiently marred to offer inducements for fur- 
ther marring. It is probably true that a piece of furni- 
ture in good repair invites good care on the part of the 
users. 

Every effort is being made with the seventh and 
eighth grades to give them as much work as possible 
along the lines of the junior high schools of Exeter so 
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that upon entrance in the senior high school there may 
be the minimum of conditions to make up, but the pupils 
in the seventh and eighth grades, of course, do not receive 
all that their classmates do in the Exeter schools. I still 
believe that it would be the best of procedures for the 
district to pay junior high school tuitions. Not only 
would it be a good procedure scholastically but, I think, 
financially for, with all the seventh and eighth grade pu- 
pils out of the school, it would be possible to combine the 
six grades into one school. At least such a procedure 
would be possible while the numbers remain as small as 
they are now. ) 

It is a plesaure once more to record my appreciation 
for the hearty co-operation which is constantly received 
from all who are interested in the schools of Newfields.
